riie  dillieiilties  which  iiiifortiinately  arose  in  connection  with  the 
Incliaii  Departineiit  of  the  Foreifin  .Mission  of  our  ehurch.  and  which  led 
to  the  return  of  Hev.  Dr.  Wilkio  from  liidore.  where  he  had  built  and  or 
a^'iiized  a  eollefje.  which  is  a  monument  to  his  iiidefaligable  exertioim, 
ami  a  credit  lo  our  church,  are  already  well  known  to  our  memliers.  A 
very  stiouf;  feeling  exists  throiijihout  the  church  that  the  treatment  ac- 
corded to  Dr.  Wilkie  by  the  Foreijjn  Mission  ('oniinittee  was  not  such  as 
oiifrhl  lo  have  been  extended  to  so  eminent  a  servant  of  the  church.  The 
tieinial  .\sseiiibly,  nt  its  iiie<>tin<;  in  190.S.  in  view  of  the  whole  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  instructed  the  Foreign  .Mission  '  oininittee  to  find  a 
-iiituble  held  for  Dr.  Wilkie,  in  terms  of  the  following  report  of  the  Spe- 
<'ial  Coiuiiiittee;  — 

KEI-ORT  OF  COMMrriKK  OX    MI.HSIO.N    AT   IMMIKK. 

"The  Assembly  called  for  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  to 
whoiii  it  was  referred  to  consider  tlie  memorials  presented  to  the  Assem- 
bly rejianliiif;  the  disposal  made  of  the  matters  in  issue  relating  to  the 
work  carried  on  in  Central  India  by  last  Assembly.  This  was  given  in 
and  read  by  Dr.  Ilerridge.  Convener,  who  moved  that  it  he  received  and 
adopteil.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr,  D.  ,T.  ^Ic'T>noii.  and  carried 
unanimously." 

The  report  is  as  follows:  — 

"The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  whtther  or  not  it  is  advisable 
to  re  open  the  ease  of  the  Central  India  Mission,  as  adjudicated  upon  by 


llu'  la.<  Cicnt-rul  Assnublj-,  brgs  to  report  thi.t,  luiving  patiently  investi- 
fc'iiled  the  iniiltcr  coiiiriiitted  to  its  care  ami  iieard  at  lengtli  all  the  par- 
ties interest.  (1.  it  would  express  its  uiii|iialilied  conlidenee  in  Dr.  Wilkie'i 
sinjfleness  of  purpose,  great  ability,  and  integrity  of  character,  an.l  would 
acknowledge  the  .  ninent  service  which  he  has  rendered  to  the  Churcirs 
Mission  in  Central  India,  both  in  its  edncational  and  evangelistic  as- 
pect. At  the  same  time,  it  believes  that  the  I'oreign  .Mission  Committee 
has  a.led  with  mnch  wixhrni  and  p;itience  in  its  con.luct  of  the  whole 
Irving  situation,  and  that  the  course  taken  l.y  the  last  (leneral  Assem- 
bly wa8  the  best  available  one  under  the  circumstances,  an<l.  therefore, 
a<lvises  that  the  (|iieslion  be  not  re  i.pmed  before  ihis  Assembly.  Xev.i' 
tlK'less.  in  vi.'W  of  the  fact  that  tlie  evidence  brought  before  it' seems  to 
show  that  the  attitu,!,.  of  Dr.  Wilki,.  toward,  the  other  mendiers  of  ihe 
I'resbytery  of  In.lore  is  not  more  responsible  for  tli.'  trouble  than  their 
altitude  towards  him.  llie  Committee  would  sugge-i  that  a  previous  re 
commendation  of  the  Foreign  .Mission  Conunlttee  be  carried  into  elfect, 
and  that  a  Connnission  be  appointed,  with  Assembly  powers,  to  iiivesii- 
gate  Ihe  allairs  of  thi'  mission,  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  deem,  d 
best  in  view  of  all  the  interests  involved  in  it:  and  that  in  the  mean 
lime  strenuous  cllorts  be  made  by  the  K.,reign  IMission  Committee  t„ 
secure  for  J)r.  W  ilkie  some  suitable  held  in  connection  with  the  Tonigii 
Alission  work,  for  which  his  high  L'ifts  and  his  great  enthusiasm  so  well 
lit   him.  and  to  which  he  has  dedicated  his  life."' 

-No  action  was  taken  by  the  Foreign  :\Iission  (M)mmillee  on  this 
positive  instruction  of  the  Assembly  for  months,  and  it  was  appar<.nl!y 
only  after  i)ressure  was  brought  to  bear  on  the  Committee  bv  some 
friends  of  Dr.  Wilkie,  that  any  movement  was  made  iu  this  direction. 

The  Foreign  Mission  (  onunittee.  in  response  to  these  solicitations, 
instead  of  complying  with  the  spirit  of  the  instructions  of  the  Assembly, 
which  certainly  were  to  lind  a  field  for  the  eminent  gifts  of  Dr.  WilkiJ 
in  our  own  church.  opene,l  negotiations  with  societies  in  foreign  coun- 
tries, with  the  view  of  han.ling  him  over  to  some  one  of  these,  and  thus 
get  rid  of  him.  olfering  to  pay  his  salary  as  an  inducement  for  them  to 
lake  him. 

Dr.  Wilkie.  acting  under  the  advice  of  his  friends,  declined  t„  :,c. 
cede  to  this  extraordinary  proposal.  Following  this  came  ati  intimation 
from  the  For.'ign  Mission  ( •.iminitlce.  tliat  Ihev  coiil.l  not  lind  anv  po- 
sition for  F)r.  Wilkie. 

Ha.l  Di.  Wilki.'.  after  t  h.'  instructions  of  th.'  A-emblv.  s.night  to 
w.uk  in  tb.'  pastorate  in  (J^nada.  he  would  probably  have  b.-.-n  "found 
fault  with.  Ih.lieviiig  that  ihe  Foreign  Mission  Commille,.  wouhl  loy- 
ally fulfil  th.'  instructions  of  the  Assembly,  h.'  has  k.'jil  himself  at  the 
disposal  of  th..  ehuri'h  for  foreign  service,  an.l  during  this  period  has 
receiv.>il  no  ivmniieralion  what.'V.'r.  Xow  thiit  tlie  F.ireign  Mission 
Committee  has.  with  all  its  long  <.xp..ri..n.v  .,f  Iii.lia.  foim.i  it  imp.)s<ible 
to  select  any  field  f.)r  Dr.  Wilkie.  his  frien.ls.  b.ing  .Icsirous  of  preserv- 
ing to  the  church  the  benefit  of  the  long  .xp.'ri.'nce  and  lin-'uistic  knowl- 


odge  of  one  so  eminently  eiiuipped  for  service,  have  found  no  diiliciilty 
in  selecting  a  new  field,  and  propose  to  send  him  as  soon  as  possible  to 
(Jwalior  State,  to  eiigajte  in  nii-<sion  work  as  a  Canadian 
I'resbyterian  missionary.  Many  liberal  promises  of  support  have  been 
received,  and  the  friends  of  missions  in  India  respectfully  reiiiust  you 
to  inform  them  it  you  desire  to  aid  in  beginning  missionary  ctTorl  in 
(Jwalior  under  the  I'are  of  Dr.  Wilkie.

friends  of  the  Rev.  J)r.  Wilkie  have  been  waiting  \. iui  considerable  anx- 
iety to  see  what  aelion  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee  would  lake  in 
the  carrying  out  of  the  din'Ction  given  to  it  by  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly. Nor  need  it  cause  surprise  if  it  is  said  that  the  time  has  surely 
come  when  ii  detinile  declaration  should  be  made  by  the  Committee  as  to 
what  it  has  lone,  and  intends  to  do,  in  giving  effect  to  the  obvious  duty 
laid  tipon  it  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  church.  The  following  is  an 
e.xtract  from  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  and  whicii  wa>  unani- 
mously adopted  by  the  Assembly: 

"And  in  the  meantime  strenuous  efforts  be  made  by  the  Foreign 
Mission  Committee  to  si-cure  for  Dr.  Wilki«'  some  suitable  field  in  con- 
nection with  the  Foreign  Mission  work  for  which  his  high  gifts  and  his 
great  enthu^ia^m  so  veil  til  him.  ami  to  which  he  has  dedicated  his 
his  life." 

I''ive  months  lum-  ihipsed  ^ince  the  order  was  made  by  the  Assem- 
bly, awd.  therefore,  it  cannot  be  considered  an  tinreasonablc  rciiuest 
which  we.  representing  a  meeting  of  Dr  \Vilkie"s  friends,  now  make  to 
you,  the  Convener  of  the  Connnitlee.  to  know  what  »lcps  have  been  taken 
by  the  Committee  to  give  effect  to  the  order  of  the  Assembly,  and  whe- 
ther it  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  find  a  "suitable  field  in 
connection  with  the  Foreign  Mission  work"  in  which  he  may  use  "his 
liigh  gifts"  in  evangelistic  work  in   India. 

It  may  reasonably  be  contended  that  the  action  of  I  he  .\ssembly 
placed  Dr.  Wilkie  on  the  Mission  staff  under  salary,  but,  so  far  as  we 
are  aware,  neither  "^-uitable  fiidd"  nor  salary  has  been  provided. 

The  mend)ers  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Coimnittee  can  hardly  fail  to 
be  aware  of  the  fact  that  there  are  ninny  ministers  and  laymen  in  the 
church  who  are  deeply  moved  in  regard  to  this  matter;  so  much  so,  that 
unless  s(miething  is  done  by  the  Committee,  action  may  be  taken  that 
will   lead    to    division    hurtful    to    the    Foreign    Mission  funds  of  the 
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church.  Slioiild  tliat  happen,  the  responsibility  tlniofor  will  lie  at  the 
door  of  the  Committee.  We  earnestly  liope,  howt-vir,  that  such  a  result 
may  be  avoi.lcd,  and  that  Dr.  VVilkie'.s  services  may  be  retained  in  con- 
nection with  the  nii.ssionary  or;,'anization  of  our  church. 

We  resp.-ctfully  request  that  you  will  furnish  us  with  a  full  reply, 
which  we  may  communicate  to  the  friends  on  whose  behalf  we  are  act- 
ing, and  that  you  will  kindly  do  so  within,  say.  the  next  two  weeks.

Dear  .Sir.  -Your  letter  of  the  18th  Xovenib.r  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Executive  of  the  Foreign  .Mission  Committee.  In  the  judgment 
of  the  Executive,  there  is  no  objection  to  allowing  Dr.  Wilkie's  friends 
to  know  what  is  being  done  with  a  view  to  securing  suitable  employ- 
ment for  him  in  India,  inasmuch  as  Dr.  Wilkie  is  himself  being  in- 
formed, and  publicity  is  not  likely  to  alTect  negotiations  in  progress.  In 
giving  such  information,  however,  the  Executive  thinks  it  should  be 
frankly  stated  that  in  their  judgment  tlievc  li;is  been  no  unreasonable 
delay  in  endeavouring  to  give  cirect  to  the  instructions  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  the  General  Assembly's  Commission:  and  also  that  their 
action  will  be  reported  to  the  General  Assembly,  to  whom  alone  they 
are  responsible,  in  due  time.  Nor  do  the  Executive  think  that  respon- 
sibility for  any  possible  division  in  the  church  and  injury  to  the  For- 
eign Mission  cause,  that  might  thus  arise,  can  so  easily  be  rolled  upon 
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the  F.   M.   C.     That   H«riou?i  responsiliility,   sliould   it   iinliappily  come, 
would  rest  iipnn  the  parties  who  inuiigurato  such  divisive  action. 

Witli  that  understanding.  1  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  corre- 
spondenee  liail  been  entered  into  with  the  Ameriean  Presliytcrian  Hoard 
North,  the  Presbyterian  Ciiurch  South,  the  U.  I'.  Cliuroli.  the  .V.  B.  C. 
F.  M..  and  tlie  Rneiety  for  the  Distribution  of  Christian  Literature  in 
India. 

Tlie  I'resliyterian  Church  North  has  written,  not  only  encouragingly, 
hut  gratefully,  for  (he  olTer  of  Dr.  Wilkie's  services,  and  the  payment  of 
his  salary  by  the  ('anadian  Church.  The  Secretary  of  the  I'.  P.  (^hurch 
has  written  «ith  e(|ual  warmth  of  appreciation,  although  his  Board  has 
not  met  for  fnrmal  action.  The  A.  B.  C.  !•".  M.  has  also  written  cor- 
dially, ju'oposing  that  Dr.  Wilkie  should  take  charge  of  a  normal  school 
.it  Ahmednegar.  where  ^larathi  is  the  spoken  language,  but  so  closely 
allied  to  the  Hindi  that  they  thought  Dr.  Wilkie  would  easily  acquire 
it.  Dr.  Wilkie  does  not  think,  however,  that  it  wotild  be  wise  for  him 
to  undertake  work  in  a  language  not  familiar.  The  Southern  Presby- 
terian Church  has  no  work  where  Hinili  language  is  spoken. 

We  have  also  written  as  to  the  work  amongst  Hindus  in  the  West 
Indies,  where  it  is  believed  extremelj-  important  work  might  be  done 
with  a  view  to  the  evangelization  of  India.  Letters  have  not  arrived 
yet  from  India,  a-*  to  a  possible  opening  in  the  Literature  Department  of 
Service. 

This  will.  I  trust,  assure  you  tlwit  the  Committee  is  seeking  loyally 
to  obey  the  Assembly  in  making  "strenuous  efforts"  to  secure  a  suitable 
])osition  in  which  Dr.  Wilkie  can  exercise  his  gifts. 

Our  prayer  is  that  the  Divine  Hand  may  lead  to  a  proper  and  happy 
solution  of  a  perplexing  problem.

hear  .<ic.  Your  letter  of  December  Jird,  in  reply  to  ours  of  Novem- 
ber 18th,  was  reeeive<l  in  due  course,  and  has  been  laid  before  a  meeting 
of  a  few  of  Dr.  W  ilkie's  friends.  We  regret  to  have  to  state  that  the  ac- 
tion taken  by  tlu'  I".  M.  ('..  a-^  iniiiimiiiii>  iteil  in  yoiii  IcIIit.  does  nut 
commend  itself  to  those  friends,  and  we  were  appointed  to  acknowledge 
the  letter  and  to  lay  before  the  committee,  through  you.  their  views. 

( 1  »  In  regard  to  what  is  being  done  by  the  Committee  in  the  way 
of  providing  a  suitable  field  for  Dr.  W'ilkie,  as  stated  in  your  lette- 
this  cannot  he  regarded  as  carrying  out  in  any  true  sense  the  direction ^ 
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pi  veil  to  the  I'.  M.  C.  by  the  Assembly;  tliere  is  no  ground  for  (lie  as- 
sumption that  the  Assembly  had  in  mind  anything  else  than  that  Dr. 
Wilkie  should  be  employed  in  missionary  work  in  direct  connfction 
with  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Canada. 

(2)  The  action  of  the  V.  M.  C.  as  recorded,  is  a  great  injustice  to 
Dr.  Wilkie.  inasmuch  as  his  name  is  being  brought  before  missionary 
and  (tbilanthropic  or^'ani/.ations,  asking  them  to  take  him  olf  the  hands 
of  till'  church,  as  if  our  own  church  had  no  furtlier  use  for  him — such 
action,  more  especiaHy  in  view  of  the  previous  action  of  tlie  F.  M.  <'..  in 
iy02,  cannot  fail  to  prejudice  Dr.  Wilkie's  ]>osition  as  a  mis^innary,  a?id 
lead  to  suggestions  of  a  hurtful  nature. 

(3)  Your  letter  does  not  refer  to  a  point  raised  in  ours,  in  regard 
to  the  action  of  the  Assembly,  which,  while  freeing  him  from  the  as 
persioiis  tliat  had  bi'cn  made,  necessarily  recognized  him  as  a  missionary 
of  the  church,  and  consi'quently  entitled  to  salary.  Wo  may  very  rea- 
sonably ask,  why  should  a  missionary  who  for  Iwenty-three  years  has 
-ervcd  the  church  with  fidelity  and  with  results  in  marked  contrast  to 
lliosi'  attaineil  in  other  parts  of  the  field,  lie  mad.'  to  snifor  a*  Dr. 
Wilkie  has  been  made  to  do  by  your  Committee. 

(4)  lliere  are  two  poiats  specially  raised  in  your  letter  to  which 
We  desire  to  make  short  reference:  — 

The  first  of  these  is  the  claim  of  tlie  F.  M.  C.  that  lliere  has  been 
no  unreasonable  delay  in  endeavoring  to  give  effect  to  the  instruction^ 
of  the  fJeneral  Assembly,  iiiid  that  the  Committee  is  responsible  alone  to 
the  Oneral  Assembly. 

The  second  point  is  that  the  F.  M.  C.  will  i.ol  be  resj)Onsibl<-  for 
the  possible  division  suggested  in  oui  former  letter,  but  that  tlie  re 
poiisibility  would  rest  upon  those  who  inaugurate  such  divisive  action. 

As  to  the  first  of  these,  wo  maintain  that  tlie  delay  has  been  uii 
reasonable  and  cannot,  considering  tii.'  circunistaiiees.  be  very  well 
justified. 

As  to  the   res])onsibilty   to  the  rjeiieral    .\ssembly   alone,   the  Com 
niitteo  is  appointed  by  the  Ceneral   .Assembly,  a   representative  body  of 
the  Church,  but  whilst   imniediat.  ly  responsible  to  the  Assembly,   you 
are  also  responsible  to  the  wl,  ile  Church. 

It  would  seem  needless  to  argue  with  the  F.  M.  C.  in  regard  to  this 
last  que.stion.  but  the  members  of  that  Committee  may  find  when  it  is 
too  lato  that  they  will  be  held  responsible  for  a  po~»il)le  division  that 
may  take  place.  Inileed,  very  many  in  the  Church  find  it  dillirnlt  to 
reconcile  the  treatment  acconled  to  Dr.  Wilkie  by  the  Committee  with 
the  sjiirit  of  the  Master.  However,  as  these  points  may  very  possibly 
be  discussed  elsewhere,  we  forbear  making  further  reference  to  them 
in    the   meantime. 

We  are  directed  to  inform  the  members  of  the  F.  M.  C.  that  Dr. 
Wilkie's  friends  are  not  prepare<l  to  accept  as  a  satisfactory  settlement 
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of  liis  rase,  that  he  shoulil  ho  turned  over  to  some  other  missionary  or 
literary  society. 

We  are  also  ilirecled  to  inform  Hk  V.  M.  C.  that  unless  it  is  pre- 
pared iit  its  Mieeliii};  in  .Jannary  instant  to  jirovide  a  siiitalde  field  for 
Dr.  Wilkie  in  India,  in  eonneetion  willi  onr  own  Chiireh,  his  friends 
will  at  once  perfeet  an  or;,'ani/ation  of  ministers,  elders  an<l  member^ 
of  the  I'resliyterian  Church  in  Canada,  and  send  out  Dr.  Wilkie  to  a 
separate  mission  in  India,  to  w<;rk  uinler  the  direct  ion  of  a  Committee 
of  his  friends. 

This  action  of  Dr.  Wilkie's  friends  will  only  he  taken  with  regret 
and  l)ecause  it  is  hopeless  t"  look  lonjrer  to  the  F.  M.  C.  These  friends 
are  mend)ers  of  the  Preshyterian  Chiireh  in  Canaila.  and  are  deeply 
interested  in  all  hranches  of  her  work,  includiir.'  Foreign  Missions. 
The  action,  if  taken,  will  he  from  a  solemn  sense  ol  duty  on  the  part  of 
the  friends,  lioth  in  regard  to  Dr.  Wilkie  jiersonally.  and  in  justice  to 
the  claims  of  the  I'orei^'ii  Mission  work  upon  iln'  memt)ers  or  our 
Church.

Th*  Control  and  Tiirection  of  the  Mltjion.

It  is  earnestl.v  requested  that  friends  of  the  Mission  will  make  early 
remittance,  or  advise  the  Treasurer  of  the  sum  that  may  be  expected. 


Outline  of  the  "Plan  of  the  MUtion. 

LOCATION. 

The  (iwalior  State  has  been  selected,  but  the  particular  part  of  the 
State  in  which  the  Mission  will  be  opened  must  be  left  till  our  mission- 
ary shall  have  made  careful  personal  inspection. 

The  C.walior  State  contains  a  population  of  .'J.000.000,  with  only 
4.000  children  in  the  schools.  Jlissionary  effort  is  confined  to  the  cx- 
trtme  north,  the  south,  and  the  south-west  edgi'  of  the  State,  so  that  it 
is  practically  without  missionary  effort. 

THE  AIM  AND  MODE  OF  WORKING. 

The  aim  will  be  to  evangelize  the  people.  In  seeking  to  do  this, 
work  will  be  done  at  first  in  a  small  district  as  a  centre,  by  itinerating 
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from  villufif  t..  \illiijjc,  ••stal.lisliiiiK  v.'ni;i.illiii-  m-IiooN  wli.'iv  possililp. 
ffiviiif;  nipdioinos,  etc. 

In  ciiriviii}:  on  tliin  work  tho  services  of  triuiie«l  sjiirit  {.'iiiiled  unlive 
(iiristian^  vvill  !»■  -peeiiilly  relied  on.  Our  Missionary,  who  will  I.e  also 
Miporiiiteii.lenl.  will  train  and  direct  these  native  Christian  workers. 

Tlie  native  teaehers  and  evungelists  will  he  placed  in  availalde 
centres  with  a  view  to  develope  self-sustainin;.'  Christian  eoniinnnities. 

In  the  oversiplit  and  control  of  the  work,  the  rules  and  re<;ulMions 
of  the  Koreiv'n  Mi-sion  f'oininittee  will,  as  far  as  possihie.  l..'  followed. 

C>h«  Ejelent  of  tht  Tropojed  E,ffor1. 

At  till'  onlsei  it  is  not  proposed  to  fro  into  hoiiso  liuildin)«  or  to  pur 
chase  a  house,  leaving  all  matters  of  that  nature  for  the  future.  A 
house  will  ultimately  he  necessary,  hut  the  cost  wil'  he  deferred  till 
(here  is  money  in  h.inil  with  which  lo  huild  or  purcha-e.

It  is  aiiti<'ipntcd  that  the  alx.ve  estimate  will  he  ample  lor  the  first 
year,  and  more  than  sullicient  for  followinft  yeais.  \mless  th.'  extension 
of  the  work  should  bo  determineil  upon,  or  it  should  he  decided  to  pur- 
chase a  house  or  huild.  The  Board,  however,  woul.l  he  fflad  if  the  state 
of  tho  funds  would  permit  the  early  sending  of  an  :ulditionaI  mission- 
ary. 
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
